Mr. Pearson's opponents are try- 
ing. skilfully -te-trick -him- into ill- 
considered promises, especially the 
promise of a nationa! medicare 
scheme to be implemented immedi- 
ately. As must happen to anyone 
in a hurried conversation, some of 
his casual .remarks have been con 
fusing, but. he has quickly ‘clarified 
his viewson a health program, for 
example. He says plainly that it 
will be introduced during the first 
five-year term of a Liberal govern- 
ment but not until the present 
appalling disorder of the national 
treasury has been cured and the 
économy has increased its rate of 
growth. 

The Liberal leader’s hard line+s— 
not easy to maintain in-competition 
with a government whose promises, 
past, present and future, are un- 
limited and have produced the 
present financial mess. 

It will. require courage also to 
resist. the demands of local con-
